appropriate to recall the history of Shaw- 
sheen village, which with its rows of white 
wooden and red brick houses, with its neatly 
laid out streets, bordered by beautiful shade 
trees, with its well-kept lawns and green 
shrubbery, has always been a center of at- 
traction for visitors. Motorists passing 
through town always slow down and admire 
this modern, picturesque village. 

In 1917 Frye village was a little rural 
district between Andover center and Law- 
rence, a hamlet comprised of a narrow main 
highway, a few houses, and one or two small 
side streets leading to Lowell and Haverhill. 
A small, quaint, wooden factory, painted 
red, with a belfry on top to summon its few 
employes, stood on the river bank east of the 
Boston highway. The rustic, three-room, 
brick building, the Richardson school, with a 
stall of two teachers was large enough to care 
for the educational needs of the few families 
of the village. The main thoroughfare was 
just a dirt road, marked with deep ruts made 
by wagon wheels, and the center of the road 
was dug up by horses’ hoofs. An automobile 
passing along that street—a rare sight then— 
travelled with difficulty. The mailman made 
| his delivery in a little carriage, drawn by a 
| horse. In short, Frye Village in 1917, was a 
| quiet, peaceful, small community, its inhabi- 
tants mostly engaged in small-scale farming, 
little disturbed by worries of labor troubles. 
The industrial revolution had not yet 
| affected Frye Village. 
But between the center of this village and 


organizer and president of the largest woolen 

| company in the world, an organization which 
grew to inc lude fifty great mills. He was a 
man full of ambition-—a man who never left 
things half done. William M. Wood, who had 
lived near this quiet settlement for twenty 
years, wished to establish a community 
where the employes of his organization, 
could live together and learn to know each 
other better, and by making his workers 
happy and contented, Mr, Wood hoped to 
make an even greater organization, 


Mr. Wood's wishes were soon turned into 
actions. Frye Village was chosen to become 
the American Woolen company’s model 
town, Soon heavy trucks, laden with gravel, 
with lumber, and with all kinds of building 
material rumbled into the village. Huge 
steam shovels were brought in. Frye Village 
was no longer quiet. Cement mixers, pile

He 
stated that he thought the committee was 
doing very good work.
